family tenements for low-income groups, to provide accom- 
modation for low-income groups for 16 people, a post office 
and a police naka. There is also provision for a building 
for the Consumers' Co-operative Stores, a cafetaria and a 
club for recreation purposes with an open-air theatre, There 
is a tourist centre provided there from the grant that we got 
from the Government of India spending about Rs. 75,000. 
Electricity which was available nearby has come. Water is 
there and roads are being improved, Furthermore, there is 
going to be a building — a sort of circuit house — for offi- 
cers and others who wish to go and stay there. That is the 
position* 

Sri K Visweswara Rao\ Will the Government allot 
land for private people also? 

Sri N. Sanjeevti Reddy ; A co-operative society is form- 
ed there and houses will be constructed through the society, 
and not by individuals by themselves. 

Sri V. Visweswara Rao; How many persons are there 
in the co-operative society? 
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Sri N- Sanjeeva Reddy ; TV co-ope rcitn e socim has 
got some members, perhaps, about 120. There is a Com- 
mittee which consists of the Collector, Mi Chengdlraya 
Naidu and others. I think the^ lu\e got money for about 
25 or 30 houses. I do not ha\* the conect information. 
Perhaps, the hon. Minister for Co-opeiation v 111 be able to 
give some information on that pcint 

Sri Mehdi Nawaz Jung: There are applications for 100 
houses. The cost of house is Rs. 5 000 oily, because the 

material is cheap there and is available easily.

(c) Though the Executive Engineers are empower- 
ed to dispense with tenders upto Rs. 10,000 in general, the 
Labour Co-operative Societies and Harijan Co-operative 
Societies should be given preference in regard to entrust- 
ment of works upto Rs* ig,ooo on nomination without call- 
ing for tenders.
